The president and Secretary Cortel- 


you were sluing togothor in tho presi- 
dent's 
office in his house. It was 
7 


o'clock and the lights had not yet been 
lighted. 
The -president 
sat quietly 


smoking, looking at the ceiling and 
watching the smoke curlupward. 
Mr. 


Cortelyou sat across the desk fromhim, 
glancing over some papers. 
Neither 


had said a word for ten minutes, when 
suddenly 
the president took his cigar 


from his lips and said, apropos ofnoth- 
ing at allapparently: 


'.'Expositions are the timekeepers of 


progress." 


Mr.Cortolyou made a note of the ep- 


igram on a bit ofpaper, but said noth- 
ing. 
The president smoked a few min- 
utes, and then said: 


"Amityis better than animosity." 
Mr. Cortolyou made another note.' 
Mr. McKinley lapsed into his thought- 
fulmood. 
He puffed at hiscigar for a 
time, and then again broke the silence: 
''Reciprocity is better than retalia- 


tion." 


The president 
finished 
his cigar, 


walked over and looked out of the win- 
dow, returned and sat down at the desk 
again, and then took up routine busi- 
ness with the secretary.

a word between the president and the 
secretary about the three phrases, but 
after\he work was finished and the 
president had gone to see if-Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley was comfortable, Mr. Cortelyou 
irent upstairs and had one of the steno- 
graphers typewrite the three phrases, 
one at the top of the paper, one in the 
middle and one at the bottom. .Next 
morning, before breakfast, Mr. Cortel- 
you took the sheet ofpaper and put it

his rough draft. 
Then he went over it 


two or three times, and polished ituntil 
itbecame the perfect piece of composi- 
tion it was when he delivered

"A freight train is tbe worst, in that 
It is much heavier than a passenger 
and Is expected 
to make almost the 


same time. Allthe heavy stock trains 
going east 25 to 30 cars, make passen- 
ger schedule. 
A freight is so loosely 


coupled as tobe very unmanageable 
at 


criticalpoints. The stock trains are the 
terror of the engine drivers and all the 
trainmen. 


"For my own part knowing the dan- 


gers as Ido,Ifeel nervous after riding 
100 miles over tbe wildest parts of the 
roads 
even as a passenger. 
Irode 
through the RoyaJ gorge on tbe engine, 
a few weeks ago and was glad when 
the ride was over. Itmakes a fellow 
feel trembly like to think what mighjt 
be, though the worst rarely happens. 
Such is tbe care taken In equipment 
and ln getting the best men that tbe 
mountain roads have as small a propor- 
tion of losses as tbe dead level roads of 
the plains. Butit takes a man ofnerve 
to'pilot a train through 
some of the 


wilder regions. 


"The principal dangers 
are In the 


heavy grades and in the sharp curves, 
though 
landslides 
are 
far from un- 


known. One must know his train and 
his road like a book to get 
through 


with his life on the Marshall pass, for 
Instance, 
where you seem 
to plunge 


headlong down the mighty bill. A rock 
on the track, a broken 
wheel, a runa- 


way car or a failure of tbe brakes to 
work would end in a smash 
up that 


would startle the whole country. 
The 
hillmight be a glare of Ice or frost, It 
mlgbt be wet or snowy, and Ifyou set 
tbe airbrake too hard so as to start the 
wheels to sliding down tbe hillyou go 
like a gigantic 
toboggan, 
with death 


and destruction at the end of tbe ride. 
The management of the airbrake and 
knowing where the curves and danger- 
ous places are Is the greatest part of an 
engineer's education In the mountains. 


"You would be surprised at the num- 
ber of young engineers who are on the 
mountain roads. For one thing, a man 
docs not last there as lie does on a less 
picturesque, more prosaic run. Ittakes 
youth and strength and courage of a 
rare order to stand Itall. The compa- 
nies are the most appreciative 
ln the 
world, for they realize how hard itIsto 
get a good man, and <hey treat a good 
man right royally. But even this does 
not attract a surplus of tbe right sort 


"ItIs enough to take a fellow's nerve 
to sweep around some of those moun- 
tain curves, and passes 
for the first 


time. Some good men never take more 
than their first ride. Ihave seen engi- 
neers come, from the east, men of gilt 
edge 
character 
and ability, who lost 
their nerve with the first trip and took 
the first train for a flatter country. 
Dizzy 
reverse 
curves, 
trestles 
that 


seem to totter ln tbe wind, precipices 
that seem to yawn for a fellow's life 
and 
grades 
that are a revelation of 


horror to the newcomer crowd In be- 
wildering confusion on the view, and 
unless a fellowIs as stolid as an ox or 
nervy as the mischief be Is apt to lose 
his head. 


"One might suppose 
that all roads 
would look alike to the experienced en- 
gineer, but they don't 
Along some of 
tbe prairie roads an engineer can take 
a run on any new track almost as well 
as on one he has traveled for years and 
knows wltb his eyes shut But here to 
tbe west it is different. Down" in Colo- 
rado, where are some of the greatest 
monuments 
to the railroadbuilder that 
have 
ever been 
erected, 
an engineer 


has to travel over the roads sometimes 
for weeks with old, experienced 
engi- 


neers 
who know the track before he 
willbe trusted with a train. Itisn't a 
question of engineering ability; merely 
one of experience. 


"One of the greatest 
difficulties of 
Ihe real mountain roads, like the Colo- 
rado Midland, the Rio Grande Western 
nnd tbe Denver and Rio Grande, is in 
getting engineers," 
said the city pas- 


senger agent of the Rio Grande West- 
ern road. 
This gentleman is familiar 
with 
all 
the 
Intel-mountain 
roads, 


where the trains have to all but fly to 
reach some of their destinations.

The principal streets 
of Jackson, 


and particularly 
Main street, are a 


disgrace. 
With the firstrains they 


are 
already 
converted 
into mud 


lakes, and are likely to be maintain- 
ed in the same delectable 
condition 


of slush all through the winter. The 
disgrace 
attaches 
not so-much' to 


the residents 
of the 
town, as to 


those having charge 
of road affairs 


in this district. 
The conditions at 


the county seat are such that Jack- 
son's streets ought to be the pride 
of the county. In addition to hav- 
ing the largest amount in the road 
fund of any district in the county, 
there is always more or less prison 
labor available, which is at the dis- 
posal 
of the road 
commissioner 
of 


this district. 
But outside of the 


streets in the immediate 
vicinity of 


the court house, 
this labor has not 


been utilized. 
Ts this right. Is it 


in accordance 
with the spirit of our 


road laws, that the section which 
contributes the most for the mainte- 
nance 
of the roads, shall have the 


least —nothing in fact—spent upon 
its streets. 
Jackson 
contributes 


fullyone third of all the road money- 
spent in the entire township, and 
how much 
of that money has been 


expended here in return. 
We have 


contributed 
not only the regular 


road tax, but a special tax year after 
year, for the benefit of outside roads, 
and stillnot a dollar can we get ex- 
pended within the town proper. 
If 


this is not taxation without benefit, 
what is it. To carry this injustice 
stillfurther, when prison labor is 


Our cotemporary is in error in 


placing Inyo county in this assem- 
blydistrict. 
Tulare and Inyo coun- 


ties form the 27th assembly district. 
Amador, 
Calaveras, 
Alpine 
and 


Mono counties comprise the eleventh 
assembly 
district. 
But even 
with 


this correction the situation is bad 
enough. 
That a gross injustice has 


been done by placing all these 
coun- 


ties inone district must 
be patent 


to any one who willtake the trouble 
to look into the matter. 
These coun- 


ties under the apportionment of 1890 
elected one senator. 
There 
are 40 


senators against 80 assemblymen 
in 


the California legislature. 
If these 


counties therefore were entitled 
to 


one senator in1890, to justify their 
reduction to one assembly 
district 


according to the census of 1900, one 
of two things must have 
happened; 


namely, either 
the counties 
named 


must have lost heavily in population 
during the ten years 
from 1890 to 


1900, or else 
the rest 
of the state 


must have nearly doubled inpopula- 
tion in the same length of time, and 
the 
four counties 
remained 
at 
a 


standstill. 
We know as a matter of 


fact that neither proposition is true. 
The district has gained inpopulation 
during the decade, perhaps not quite 
up to the ratio of increase 
in the 
state as a whole, but very nearly so. 
And yet by one fell swoop of the 
legislative ax, 
we have been de- 
graded from a senatorial 
to an as- 
sembly district. 
What have these 
important mining counties done that 
they 
should 
be 
thus 
shamefully 


treated. 
And the injustice is allthe 
more galling that it has been per- 
petrated by a republican legislature, 
on a strong republican district, rep- 
resented by a solid republican dele- 
gation in the law 
making body. 
With the addition of Inyo county, 
the territory embraced 
in this dis- 
trict had three assemblymen in the 
last legislature. 
Amador had one 
representative 
exclusively, so had 
Calaveras, 
while Inyo, 
Mono and 
Alpine elected one conjointly. 
For 
the first time In Amador's history 
we are 
left without a 
delegate 
that we call our own in the legis- 
lature. 
From the organization 
of 
the county in 1854 until 1880, 
Ama- 
dor had one senator and two assem- 
blymen. From 1880 untilthe present 
time she has elected 
one assembly- 
man, also one 
senator 
jointly with 
one or more 
counties. 
Calaveras 


has also enjoyed the distinction so 
far of having an assemblyman 
for 
herself. 
But for the next ten years 


these 
two populous 
and growing 


counties —whose importance in min- 
eral wealth is hardly equaled, 
and 
certainly not surpassed byany other 
territory of equal extent inthe state- 
are tobeden iedthe privilege of a joint 
assemblyman. 
No other portion of 
the state has been treated soshabbily 
in the apportionment 
of assembly- 


men. 
San Benito, withlittle,if any 


more population 
than either Ama- 
dor or Calaveras county, stillenjoys 
one 
assemblyman. 
So does Kern, 


Orange and Monterey, not one of 
them exceeding in population 
the 
combined population ofAmador and 
Calaveras. 
We are totally at a loss 
togive the reason for thisremarkable 
discrimination against this section. 
Why have we been thus laid on the 
legislative shelf so to speak? 
What 
have we done tomerit this rebuke — 
we might call itpunishment —of ten 
years' duration? 
We leave the ques- 
tions for those to answer who are in 
a position to do so, frankly admit- 
ting that weare not acquainted with 
the secret 
springs 
of party action 
that led to this amazing abolition of 
long-enjoyed politicalrights. 


Through the inattention 
of some 
one whose duty it was to look to the 
matter 
when 
the 
re-districting 


of the state 
took place, Amador, 
Calaveras, 
Alpine, Inyd and Mono 
counties 
were permitted to pass 
as 
a single assembly district, with only 
one assemblyman 
to be elected 
to 


represent 
the 
whole in the 
next 
legislature. 
For the paltry salary 


of $480, who is there that wishes 
to 
represent and at the same 
time re- 


ceive the buffs and cuffs of at least 
35,000 people? 
To say 
the least, 


this seems to be the result of poor 
workmanship, on the part of assem- 
blymen sent to represent the people 
inour last legislature. 
What were 
our Amador and Calaveras 
repre- 


sentatives doing, that such a thing 
was permitted? 
A protest from the 
representatives 
would have 
saved 
Amador and Calaveras from the loss 
of their 
respective 
assembly 
dis- 
tricts. 
We must now figure in a 
group of five.—Angels Echo.

in 


rolling over at the first try, well and 
good— that 
satisfies 
him; but if the 


first attempt 
is a failure, the second 


one always 
is. 
Then he either rolla 


quite over at the third or gives it up. 
He never makes a fourth. 


To see a horse 
when out at pasture 


rolling on the ground and endeavoring 
to turn over ou his back is a common 
sight, but how many people have no- 
ticed that in doing this horses 
observe* 
an .invariable rule?
